Roaming a t large are numbers 
of 
men 
and 
women 
who have 
killed and never been discovered. 
Some of these possibly carry the 
secret of the six unsolved cases to 
which time has erased most of the 
clues. 
Thousands of dollars were 
spent 
in 
attem pting 
to 
track 
down the killers of these six vic­ 
tims. 
Hundreds of 
clues 
were 
examined and discarded. 
Several 
were indicted but found not guilty. 
An attractive model, a gambling 
king, a famous bridge expert, a 
Broadway adventuress, an under­ 
world reporter and the sensational 
“Lizzie Bordon case" heads the list 
of unsolved (rim es by virtue of 
their lurid and iriysti rious circum­ 
stances and the widespread atten ­ 
tion they aroused. 
Model's Death Mysterious 
It was on Hie m orning of June 
8, 1931, th a t the battered Ixxiy of 
beautiful S tarr Faithful, 25-year- 
old model, was found washed up 
on the shore on Long Island. 
She 
had left home three days before, 
apparently in a happy fram e of 
mind. 
Several 
factors 
added 
m ystery to the case. 
Some of her 
undergarm ents were missing when 
she was found. 
H er diary con­ 
tained several torturous passages 
and 
named 
num erous 
acquaint­ 
ances who were questioned. 
Hut 
the investigation uncovered noth­ 
ing 
and 
the 
case 
was 
finally 
dropped, 
opinion 
of 
authorities 
divided as to w hether she was a 
suicide or m urder victim. 
Back in 1892 the eyes of the 
world were focused on New Bed­ 
ford, Mass., where Lizzie Borden 
w as on trial charged 
with the 
m urders of her m other and step­ 
father, the latter a wealthy banker. 
Their bodies had been found in the 
Bordon home, hacked by an axe 
to a point almost beyond belief. 
Both the maid and Lizzie were 
home when the crime was com­ 
mitted. 
Various clues Implicated 
Lizzie 
but 
she 
was 
found 
not 
guilty. 
She continued living in 
New Bedford until her death IO 
years ago but never discussed the 
case. 
All the elements of a modern 
m elodram a contributed to building 
up the case of Arnold Hothst'ein. 


big-time Broadway gambler, who 
was shot to death in a fashionable 
hotel on Nov. 4, 1928. 
He was 
found mortally wounded, crumple.! 
in the hotel servant entrance, and 
died 
two 
days 
later 
without 
nam ing his slayer, true to the code 
of the underworld. 
The theory 
was advanced that he was shot for 
“welching" on a gambling debt 
hut the case was never solved. 
Sudden death cut short the good 
times of Vivian Gordon, 
titian- 
hairt ii Broadway playgirl who was 
found slain in New York’s Van 
Cortland park. on Feb. 26, 1931. 
E x tra significance was attached to 
the crime because she was to have 
been a witness in a vice investiga­ 
tion being conducted at th a t time 
and 
authorities 
advanced 
the 
theory that she might have been 
killed to seal her lips. 
When the 
public spotlight exposed her shady 
oast and linked her 16-vear-old 


daughter in the scandal, the shame 
was too much for the girl and she 
committed suicide. 
Two men were 
brought to trial for the murder 
finally, but both were acquitted and 
the nun darer ct 
Vivian Gordon 
was never found. 
“( herchez la F em m e?” 
Sixth of these famous unsolved 
m urder cases dates from June l l , 
1920, when the bullet-riddled body 
of Joseph 
B. 
Elwell, nationally 
known bridge expert, was found by 
his hous< I: 
r in EhveU’s sm art 
apartm ent. 
Wealthy and socially 
prominent, his m urder caused a 
sensation. 
Investigation revealed 
that he was friendly with several 
women, suggesting that jealousy 
might have been the motive. 
But 
all attem pts to find “the woman 
in the case" failed and the Elwell 
murder was finally relegated to 
New York’s list of unsolved slay­ 
ings.

The Story of the 
Constitutional Convention 


of 1787 


FINAL REVISIONS 
By early September of the sig­ 
nificant year 1787, m em bers of the 
F ederal Convention m eeting rn In ­ 
dependence Hall had agreed ,on al­ 
most every principle th a t makes oui 
U nited States C onstitution so sturdy 
a foundation for governm ent of the 
people, by the people an d for til 
people. 
Now the product cl then delibera­ 
tions went to a special committee 
appointed to “revise the style of, and 
arrang e the articles which have been 
agreed to by the House.'' 
T o this Committee of Revision 
historians have paid high tribute To 
it they attribute m uch ot the direct­ 
ness. simplicity and economy ol lan ­ 
guage for which our am e ric a n C on­ 
stitu tion is notable. 
It was to a group of distinguished 
statesm en 
and 
scholars 
that 
the 
Convention assigned this important 
task. 
G ouverneur Morris, of Pennsylva­ 
nia. generally accredited w ’th w rit­ 
ing the finished report, was a bril­ 
lian t lawyer and legislator, who later 
served in tin’ United S tates Senate 
an d as Minister to F rance. 
O th e r members were D r William 
Sam uel Johnson, of Connecticut, a 
graduate of Oxford and President of 
Columbia College, Alexander Hamil­ 
ton, of New York, soldier, lawyer, 
legislator and first Secretary of the 
T reasury; Jam es Madison, of Vir­ 
ginia, who become our fourth Pres­ 
ident; and Rufus King. of Massa­ 
chusetts, noted orator, who was later 
to serve in the United S tates Senate 
an d as Minister*to G re a t Britain 
Tile activities ol tile week wert, 
however, by no m eans limited to the 
work of the special com m ittee 
On 
th e Convention floor the delegates 
continued to smooth out m any mon 
or less im portant details. 
T hey agreed, for example 
T h a t patents and copyrights should 
be granted "to promote Hie progress 
of science and th e useful art.." 
T h a t th e P re s id e n t sh o u ld be 
chosen by special Electors 
T h a t “the House m u st originate, 
b ut civ Senate may am end, money 
bills." 
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T hat "the Legislature may propose 
am endm ents to the Constitution, to 
be binding when assented to by 
three-fourths ot the States,’*

"an address to the States 
accompany the Constitution, when 
transm itted for ratification."
